Raven is a tramp 
jiainter, and was I'egarded as a danger- 
ous character.

For this reason tho 
ousting of yi. Clambettd from power 
was very unsatisfacti>i'v ('"> llv Uu.'^sian 
governineuL. Tlievkiii">v tlmi his pres- 
ence at the lieliu kept tJennanv ou the 
watch and made hci' I'arot'ul to respect 
her alliance, and that this would in- 
crease opportunities for the agreement 
of Ru.ssia with the .-Vustriaus, who in 
tended to install tiuMn.soh'Cs in Juisnia 
while llussians sought to e.slablish t hem- 
seh'es ilednitely in ^Fontcnegro and 
Horzegovinia. The Ru.ssian government 
counlod for this upon M. DcChandery, 
who was named as the successor of 
Chandeiy, but Gambcttn having fallen 
Chandery will probably not go.

TUB -rilKASUEIl f.^SE. 

Mr. Jackson on behalf of tlie Moody- 
ville Sawmill Company asked that tho 
case be postponed till Friday iie.xt on ac- 
count of the absence of ^Ir. Drako. 

Jlr. Pooloy on behalf of the Towing 
Company informed the Court that he had 
not had due notice,asthe learned counsel 
for the plaiiititVs had only told him iluit 
the case was coming on at 5 o'clock p. ni. 
on Monday, in conscnuenco of which he 
was not prepared to go on with it. 

The Chief Justice remarked that tlie 
judges had jirepared to ludd County 
Court at Nunaimo and New NVostiniiister 
last week, but on account of the extraor- 
dinary coincidence of the judges being all 
disabled at tlic same time they could not 
go, a'nd to-day had therefore been ap- 
pointed to go on with this case.
